DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
2,575,272 (Harris) discloses an infinitely variable directional valve comprising a valve body (26) 
embodied as a seat slide, an inlet port (14), a discharge port (15), a blocking means (50), a 
closing cone (38) having a control edge, a valve seat (12), and wherein the valve body is 
prestressed (via element 41) but lacks wherein the seat slide is separate from a control spring 
prior to energizing of a proportional magnet. U.S. Pat. No. 4,699,351 (Wells) discloses an 
infinitely variable directional valve comprising a valve body (30, 64) being a seat slide, an inlet 
port (24), a discharge port (26), a blocking means (82), a closing cone (48) having a control 
edge, a valve seat (34), a pilot control valve seat (84), wherein the valve body (30) is prestressed 
(62), and wherein the pilot control valve is prestressed (via element 90) but lacks wherein the 
seat slide is separate from a control spring prior to energizing of a proportional magnet. 
Moreover there is no combination of Harris and Wells that would be obvious over Applicant's 
recited invention.
